This report is issued annually by the Wyoming State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Committee to summarize the accomplish- 
ment of the programs administered by ASC Committees in the State of 
Wyoming, The report has been prepared especially for those interested 
in agriculture in this area and has been divided into eight parts: 
I - Agricultural Conservation Program 
IT - Sugar Beet Program 
III = Wheat Allotment & Marketing Quota Program 


IV ~ Commodity Price Support Program 


VY = National Wool Act Program 
VI = Soil Bank Program 
VII - Federal Crop Insurance Program 


VIII - Emergency Livestock Feed Program 


These programs have had far reaching effects in the economy of farmers 

in this State, Agricultural Conservation Program assistance to farmers 

in conserving soil, promoting sound farming practices and providing 
financial assistance to farmers on projects that they could not other- 
wise complete; Sugar Beet Program = payment to growers who comply with 
minimum wage rates, child-labor regulations and proportionate shares; 
Price Support Programs - stabilization of price for commodities with 
commodity loans and purchase agreements; Soil Bank Programs - sound 
acreage adjustments, and soil, water, and wildlife conservation practices; 
Federal Crop Insurance Program = crop insurance for farmers against 
losses beyond the control of the farmer; and, Emergency Programs to assist 
livestock feed owmers in designated drougth disaster counties. 


We wish to take this opportunity to express our appreciation to the county 
and community ASC committees for the work that they have done in making 
these programs successful.

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1960 AGRICULTURAL CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


To protect the public's interest in our agricultural land and water resources, 
Congress appropriated 250 million dollars for the 1960 ACProgram for the purpose 
of assisting farmers and ranchers in carrying out needed conservation work. 
Under the direction of the State and county ASC committees, the Wyoming 
appropriation of $2,143,000 was expended as follows: 


$2,038,251 - was paid to 3,968 producers for the completion of approved 
conservation vractices, $887,612 of this amount was expended 
through 2,673 Purchase Orders issued for approved Conservation 
Materials and Services. 


9,863 - was utilized for program service consisting of: 


(1) salary and travel of employees on the ASCS county office 
payroll, working under supervision of the Soil Conservation 
service, 


(2) ASC supervision and layout of certain range practices, and 


(3) supplies (mostly stakes) used by the SCS on specified ACP 
practices, 


91,8h - was paid to the Soil Conservation Service for providing tech- 
nical assistance to producers in the installation of specified 
practices, This assistance included: 


(1) a finding that the practice was needed and practicable on 
the farm, 


(2) necessary site selection and layout work for the practice, 
(3) necessary supervision of the installation, and 
(4) certification of performance. 


1,201 = was expended for conservation materials and services 
incorporated into practices which were not completed at the 
end of the program year but which will be completed during 1961. 


1,841 = was not expended because some producers failed to complete and 
qualify practices which were approved for cost-sharing. 


Community projects were an important part of the total conservation program. 
There were 128 pooling agreements carried out in 1960 which benefited 61) farms 
in 18 counties. The total conservation accomplishment was much greater than is 
indicated by the ACP cost-shares which amounted to $188,769, because producers 
participating in these agreements carried out conservation practices to a much 
greater extent than that on which cost-sharing was based.

The Sugar Act of 1948, as amended, is designed to protect the welfare 
of the domestic sugar industry, to provide adequate supplies of sugar 
for consumers at fair prices, and to promote international trade. This 
balance of interests is achieved through the adjustments of supplies 
of sugar that may be marketed in the United States, The representatives 
of the Sugar Divison work closely with representatives of sugar beet 
companies, sugar beet growers associations, the consuming public, and 
personnel of the State Department to attain these objectives, 


December 17, 1959, the U.S. Department of Agriculture announced the 

1960 sugar requirements of 9.4 million tons (same as final requirements 
for 1959). On April 19, 1960 the Department announced no restrictions 
on acreage would be imposed ‘on 1961 production of sugar beets. July 6, 
1960, a Presidential Proclamation was announced which cut Cuba's sugar 
dadts by 700,000 tons’ and delegated to the Secretary of Agriculture the 
authority to make non-quota sugar purchases necessary to replace sugar 
not taken. from Cuba. July 8, 1960 the USDA announced that the replace- 
ment sugar would be purchaged from usual suppliers for the United States 
and would be sought first from countries' in which it is produced and , 

in general, on the basis of prices prevailing in the U.S. market. The 
Department announced an increase of }00,000 tons in estimate of total 
sugar requirements on July 15. This raised the amount from 9. million 
to 10 million tons. for 1960. 

Wyoming received a State allocation of 1,097 acres of which 29,66 
acres was allocated to the Holly area and 11,51 acres was Biighhed to 
the Great Western area. Announcement was made on April 19, 1960 of an 
additional supplemental allocation totalling 15,000 acres for domestic 
producers, of which Wyoming's share was 626 acres. These acres were pro- 
rated out, to praducers in the two areas, The Secretary's determination 
required that a minimum of 2 percent of the State, sugar beet allocation 
be set aside for new producers, and that 1 percent be reserved for appeals 
and corrections.. In the Holly area 34: percent was reserved for adjust- 
ments and'in the Great Western ‘area, 3 percent. The determination a0 
provided that out of the 2 percent set aside for new growers, up to 14 
percent could be used to adjust small producers upward. The State 
Committee established one-half. of one percent of the two percent, set- 
aside for new producers to be used for new growers and one and one-half 
percent to be used to adjust. allotments to small producers. The formula 
for establishing the 1960 base for old producers was the BNEEHEe of the 
accredited acres for the years 1957, 1958 and 1959. 


There were a total of 1070 old growers requesting hi, 097 acres of beets 
under the 1960 Sugar Program. A total of 15 new grower allocations was 
given to producers in the Holly area for a total of 148.0 acres anda 
total of 7 new grower applications were granted in the Great Western 
‘area for a total of 57.0 acres. | The total State allocation was planted. 
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1960 SUGAR BEET PROGRAM 


(Continued) 


Because of the Presidential Proclamation of July 6, cutting Cuba's 
quota, all producers who over-planted their allotments were granted the 
additional acres. As a result of this, there was no excess sugar beet 
acreage for the 1960 crop of beets. Payments authorized to be made 
under the Sugar Act to producers for production of sugar beets are con- 
ditioned upon the producer's compliance with child labor provisions and 
fair wage provisions of the Act. There were no violations of these pro- 
visions in the State under the 1960 program. 


Following are five tables of reports which cover the different phases of 
the program as administered for the 1960-crop year. Also included is a 

list of receiving stations for sugar beets produced in the State, together 
with location and name of factory processing beets. A directory of the 

sugar beet growers associations participating in the sugar beet industry 
in Wyoming completes the report. 
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WHEAT ACREAGE ALLOTMENT AND MARKETING QUOTA PROGRAM 


The wheat acreage allotment and marketing quota program is administered 
by the State Agricultural Conservation and Stabilization Committees 

in accordance with legislation provided by the Congress of the United 
States and the regulations thereunder. On May 11, 1960, Ezra Taft 
Benson, Secretary of Agriculture, proclaimed wheat acreage allotments 
in effect for the 1961 crop year and set July 21, 1960 as the date 

for a referendum to determine producer approval or disapproval of 
marketing quotas, The Secretary announced a 39-State commercial and 

an 11-State noncommercial wheat producing area for 1961. 


The national allotment of 55,000,000 acres was apportioned among the 
several States on the basis of acreage seeded for production of wheat 
during the 10 years 1950-59, with adjustments for abnormal weather 
and for trends in planting. Wyoming was allotted 286,198 acres for 
production of wheat in 1961 which compares to 28,95) acres for the 
1960 crop. County allotments were apportioned among individual farms 
according to past acreage of wheat, tillable acres, crop rotation 
practices, type of soil, and topography. 


The method of establishing the farm allotment for farms producing 1961 
crop wheat was different from the method used in previous years and 
was as follows: 


1. A computed farm base was established by taking 80 percent of the 
1960 farm base for regular rotation farms or by taking 80 percent 
of the 1959 farm base for odd and even rotation farms and adding 
20 percent of the 1959 history acreage for such farm. 


2. When it was determined that the computed farm base was too low 
or too high compared to similar farms similarly operated, which 
had similar crop-rotation practices in the past and had same type 
of soil and topography and approximately the same amount of crop- 
land, the committee was allowed to make adjustments up to 10 per- 
cent following the rule of fractions from the computed base 
acreage of the farm, 


1961 wheat acreage allotments established for Wyoming counties are 
shown in the following table. 


There were no new wheat farm applications approved for 1961 crop wheat.

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1 
1960 COMMODITY PRICE SUPPORT PROGRAM 


Under the legislation, in operation on the 1960 crops, support prices were available 

to producers of many agricultural commodities. In general, the price supports are 
achieved by loans on the commodities, agreements to purchase the commodities (purchase 
agreements), direct purchases of commodities to bolster slipping prices, and through 

a combination of these methods. The county and State offices in Wyoming were primarily 
active in the commodity loan and purchase agreement programs.

COMMODITY LOAN PROGRAM == Under the loan program the support price was available to 
December 31, 1960 on honey, until May 31, 1961 on corn, and to January 31, 1961 on all 
other crops for any grower who had an eligible commodity in approved storage, The 
grower retained ownership of the commodity for later marketing when this was to his 
advantage, The Commodity Credit Corporation funds loaned were protected by the pro-= 
ducer's note and supplemental loan agreements, and a commodity chattel mortgage in the 
case of commodities stored on the farm, Warehouse=-stored commodities were covered by 
warehouse receipts and the producer's note and loan agreements as protection for the 
CCG funds loaned, 


The loans on wheat and grain sorghums matured on March 31, 1961; corn loans matured 
on July 31, 1961; and loans on all other commodities matured on April 30, 1961. 


Thirty days prior to maturity of the loan, the borrower was notified that the loan 
would mature in 30 days. The borrower had two alternatives on the 1960-crop com-= 
moditiess (1) to pay the loan in full plus 34 percent interest, or (2) deliver the 
commodity to CCC. For wheat, barley, and corn, the borrower had a third alternative 
in that he could reseal the commodity for another year. The State results are as 
follows:

To be in a position to hold their grain for orderly 
marketing and to take advantage of the price support 
programs, farmers must have adequate storage. Right 
on the farm is a good place for this storage in most 
cases. 


Since the inauguration of farm storage facility loan 
programsin June 199, a total of ),962,099 bushels 
of new farm storage has been erected through these 
farm storage facility loans in Wyoming. 189,100 
bushels of this new storage was erected in the last 
year by 17 producers.

GENERAL--This was the sixth year of operation of the program authorized 
by the National Wool Act of 1954. The incentive level announced for the

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CONSERVATION RESERVE PROGRAM OF THE SOIL BANK 63 


The following is a summary report of accomplishments of the conservation 
reserve program of soil bank for the calendar year 1960. The Agricul- 
tural Act of 1956, Public Law 50, 8hth Congress, approved May 28, 1956, 
established the conservation reserve program. 


The conservation reserve is a tool for reducing agricultural inventories, 
Its primary purpose is to divert land from the production of crops. The 

secondary purpose is to establish and maintain protective cover, or other 
sound conservation practices on the land taken out of production. 


The conservation reserve is a voluntary program. The participant contracts 
to withdraw a designated area of cropland from production for a period of 

3 to 10 years. He agrees to comply with any acreage allotments on his farm 
and to reduce his total crop acreage by the amount of land placed in the re- 
serve. He promises to provide and maintain approved conservation cover on 
the reserved land. The Government agrees to make annual rental payments for 
the land held out of production and to pay part of the cost of establishing 
the approved conservation practices on the reserve tract. 


1960 was the final year for sign-up under the conservation reserve programe 
During the 1960 sign-up approximately twenty-three thousand acres of crop- 
land in Wyoming were added to the land previously in the program... The 
1960 sign-up indicates that changes made on the basis of experience during 
the first four years, chiefly competitive bidding, higher rates per acre, 
and greater incentives for whole farm participation, continued to bring 
more good quality land into the program. About 77% of the farmers partici- 
pating in the program in 1960 placed all of their cropland in the reserve, 
Placing the entire eligible cropland in the reserve removes the entire crop 
production potential for the farm. Land added to the conservation reserve 
for 1960 would otherwise have produced large quantities of farm commodities. 


Grass cover continued to be the most popular conservation practice. In the 
Great Plains area of Wyoming, areas of dry grain land is being returned to 
grass where farmers otherwise were unable to undertake this difficult and 
expensive operation. Much of it will remain in grass after the expiration 
of conservation reserve contracts. The following tables show the degree of 
participation for 1960 and accomplishments of the conservation reserve pro-= 
gram from its inception’ through December 31, 1960:

ACTION AND EVENTS PRECEDING INAUGURATION OF PROGRAM 
a reich ei 


In many areas of Wyoming the precipitation had been below normal for 
several years. During the winter of 1959-60 the snowfall in the water- 
sheds were well below normal, which resulted in below normal runoff of 
water used for irrigation. The spring of 1960 was fairly normal as 

far as spring snow and rainstorms were concerned, In the late spring 
months it turned off dry and hot and continued through most of the summer. 
As early as July, 1960 County USDA Disaster Committees began reporting 
abnormally early and abnormally large movement and marketing of livestock 
from many areas of Wyoming where there wasa severe shortage of feed for 
livestock due to drought conditions. In order to see what could be done 
to help keep the old established livestock operators from losing their 
livestock operations due to lack of livestock feed, the State USDA 
Disaster Committee called a meeting at the University of Wyoming on 
August 10, 1960. This meeting was well attended by representatives of the 
agencies of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the State Department of 
Agriculture, the State Office of Civil Defense, the College of Agriculture 
of the University of Wyoming and the State Office of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, as well as representatives of farm organizations. Reports 
were made on the feed situation and drought conditions throughout Wyoming. 
The persons attending this meeting were in general agreement that the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture should be asked to give assistance to alleviate 
the feed shortage threatening to decrease the livestock operations in 
Wyoming to the point where it would materially effect the economy of the 
whole state. 


Groups of individuals attending the August 10th meeting made first hand 
field inspections of the most seriously affected areas, They also discussed 
the situation with ranchers, city business men and county agricultural 
workers. These groups met again in Casper, Wyoming on August 20, 1960 and 
reported to the State USDA Disaster Committee what they had learned on 
their inspection tours, Based on the findings of these persons and recom- 
mendations from County USDA Disaster Committees, the State USDA Disaster 
Committee decided to recommend to the Secretary of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture that he designate some Wyoming counties as emergency areas 

due to drought conditions. At this time they recommended that Big Horn, 
Converse, Fremont, Hot Springs, Lincoln, Natrona, Niobrara, Washakie and 
Weston Counties be designated emergency areas and be authorized to 
inaugurate a Livestock Feed Program under Public Law 86-299, At about 

the same time the Governor of Wyoming certified to the Secretary of the 

U. S. Department of Agriculture the need for assistance to alleviate the 
feed shortage caused by drought conditions, Later, Sweetwater and Uinta 
Counties were likewise recommended for designation as emergency areas.

On September 28, 1960 the Office of the Secretary of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture advised the State USDA Disaster Committee that Big Horn, 
Converse, Fremont, Hot Springs, Lincoln, Natrona, Niobrara, Washakie and 
Weston Counties were designated as emergency areas and eligible for the 
Livestock Feed Program ynder Public Law 86-299, Later, Sweetwater and 
Uinta Counties were given the same designation. 


LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM PUT INTO OPERATION 


The State and County Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Com- 
mittees were assigned the responsibility for administering the Livestock 
Feed Program, This program called for selling CCC-owned feed grains to 
livestock owners who had suffered a serious crop loss due to drought, 
Briefly, to be eligible to buy the CCC-owned feed grains a livestock 
owner must meet the following requirements: 


1. He must have suffered a serious crop loss of grain and hay 
crops or pasture and grazing land forage due to drought con- 
ditions, 


2. He must have owned the livestock to which the feed grains 
would be fed at least six months or the livestock must have 
been offspring of livestock he had owned for at least six 
months, ) 


3. He does not have feed of his own sufficient to feed the live- 
stock or be able to obtain feed at local market prices without 
suffering an economic loss in his livestock operation, and 


4, He must agree to feed the grain purchased from CCC to eligible 
livestock in the emergency area..

The above sales prices were the prices at which these commodities were sup- 
ported under the USDA Price Support Program, The sales were made for 
delivery to the livestock owner at the warehouse at which he chose to 

accept delivery. As many livestock owners chose to have these feed grains 
processed by grinding, rolling, pelleting or cubing, they would take de- 
livery at a warehouse having facilities to process the grains, This 
accounts for sales in counties in adjoining states, The livestock owner had 
to pay the warehouseman for the further processing as the above sales price 
was for bulk whole grain.
